Water  Supplies, 

Much  time  hoA  been  spent  considering  the  shortage  of  suitable 
supplies  at  Bashall  Saves,  Gisburn  Forest,  and  Paythorne,  hut 
no  effective  oAticn  vms  tahen.  Attdmp-ts  to  obtoAn  suitable 
grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  a scheme  for 
Paythorne  were  unsueoessful,  great  as  the  need  is,  but  the  matter 
cannot  he  oAloioed  to  r:-st  there. 

On  March  22nd  a full  report  V)as  forv^rded  to  the  Ministry 
oA  their  request,  regarding  the  supply  at  Stopper  Lamne.  I 
inspected  the  supplies  to  Tinklers  Farm  a^nd  Bungalow  and  found 
them  very  unsatisfactory  as  regards  location  and  the  samples 
unsatisfactory. 

The  Grindleton  Water  Supply  was  intermittent , In  April  the 
Regional  Engineering  Inspector  visited  the  village  and  as  a 
consequence  consent  v:as  not  given  to  replacing  the  J"  main  with 
a 6"  main,  but  he  recommended  the  provision  of  tv:o  storage  tanks, 
one  of  between  1 and  2,000  gallons  for  the  higher  part  of  the 
village  amd  one  of  about  6 to  6,000  goAlons  for  the  lov^er  part. 

He  VMS  of  the  opinion  that  the  electricity  charges  would  be 
reduced  to  about  6d  per  day  by  this  method,  and  only  a smallporticn 
of  ufavn  would  have  to  be  laid.  He  emphasised  the  fact  that  the 
scheme  would  be  a permanent  improvement  and  would  still  be 
necessojry  if  the  main  from  the  reservoir  to  the  booster  was  re- 
placed by  Oj  larger  main.  It  was  decided  to  act  on  his 
re  CO  rm  n ondoAi  o n .

During 
the  year  ilo/ns  and  estimates  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Hendth  for  improvement  to  the  Grindlotcn  Water  Supply,  These  vjorks 
include  loyying  of  new  modns  and  the  construction  of  two  storage 
tanks.  The  estreated  cost  of  these  works,  for  which  a loan  has  been 
obtained,  ic  dcoj ,0 ,0d,  Bashall  Eaves  is  still  badly  supplied  with 
v:ater,  but  the  owner  cf  most  of  the  farms  in  that  parish  - Lady 
Worsl  ey~Taylor  - is  cc.  ^sidering  taking  a supply  from  Waddington 
where  there  is  a,n  odundance  of  water  running  to  v.)asto.  The

There  are  two  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  district  - 
Gut  Scraping  o^nd  Fa,t  Boiling,  4-7  inspections  loere  carried  out 
of  the  premises  which  loere  maintained  in  a satisfactory  cov/dition. 


Wood  Huts  and  Caravans, 

A Sub-Committee  Ojppointed  inspected  most  of  these  buildings 
in  the  a^roa  aeid  a,  report  loas  drafted  on  the  undesirability  of  a 
number  of  the  structures  for  consideration  and  auction  to  be  tahen 
by  the  Council,  There  is  a total  of  52  wood  huts  and  11 
co,ravo,ns. 

These  buildings  are  only  used  at  weekends  or  for  a short  time 
in  the  surmer, 

75  inspections  v:ere  carried  out,  and  in  all  cases  it  was 
found  that  the  structures  iDere  maintained  in  a clea.n  condition. 
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There  nre  no  schsduled  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

Proceedings  vjcre  taken  against  the  ov:ner  occupier  of  a Wood 
Hut  erected  near  Bomber  Farm,  Gisburn,  for  contravention  of  Section 
26s  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^*  ^ fine  of  a £I  was  imposed 

together  with  2 guineas  cost. 

Housing,  Drainage,  Closet  Accommodation, 

272  inspections  were  made  at  dwelling  houses,  and  structural 
repairs  were  carried  out  at  37  houses, 

Draino^ge  was  reconstructed  at  J houses  and  repaired  at  5 houses. 
Choked  drains  were  released  at  b houses, 

2 new  septic  tanks  iDora  constructed,  and  repairs  carried  out  to 
1 small  sewage  installoAion, 

5  pojil  closets  were  abolished,  and  2 insanitary  privies,  and 

6 new  vjater  closets  provided, 

1 of  the  four  wood  bungoJows  near  Tinklers  Farm,  SloAdburn,  was 
again  occupied  in  October  by  a fanily  consisting  of  2 adults  and 

7 children.  The  structuroA  conditions  were  unsatisfactory  in  a 
number  of  respects  g/ncl  the  premises  were  in  a very  dirty  condition, 
Alt  ernative  accommodation  was  found  for  the  fojmily,  and  the  issuing 
of  a demolition  order  on  the  bungalows  is  under  co'  -sideration, 

A fanily  occupying  a cottage  under  unsuitable  conditions  at 
Whitewell  moved  into  another  area,  OjUd  an  undertaking  was  received

A small  vjood  hut  consisting  of  one  room  situated  in  a garden  at 
Ellises  Tea  Cafe,  Gisburn,  vjas  occupied  by  two  families  consisting 
of  2 adults  and  J children.  The  room  was  moAntained  in  a very 
clean  condition,  but  in  order  to  abate  the  overcrowding  it  was 
arranged  for  another  hut  in  the  garden  to  be  used  for  sleeping 
quarters, 

5 cases  of  overcrowding  in  various  pe,rishes  were  investigated, 
and  these  abated  themselves  during  the  yea,r, 

Cow'sheds,  Dairies  o^nd  Milk  Supply, 

617  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  cowsheds  and  dairies 
which  have  resulted  in  a number  of  improvements  and  repairs  being 
made,  o/nd  have  also  had  an  appreciabl  e effect  on  the  quality  of 
milk  now  being  produced  in  the  district,  YTnilst  it  cannot  be  soAd 
that  the  premises  at  every  farm  are  ideal,  there  has  been  a marked 
improvement  in  cleanliness  a^nd  methods  of  production. 

Owing  to  the  restricted  use  of  stem  for  sterilising,  a 
modification  was  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  particle  21  of  the 
Milk  and  Danries  Order  1926  so  OjS  to  modify  the  prohibition  relating 
to  the  use  0 oxidising  agents  in  the  cleansing  of  milk  vessels  by 
permitting  the  use  of  an  approved  stasndard  solution  of  sodium 
hypochlorite.  This  modification  was  advertised  in  the  local 
press, 

10  cowsheds  and  8 dairies  were  constructed,  and  4 cowsheds 
and  5 dairies  built. 
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Practically  all  rri,il?i  Toroduc^d  in  tha  area  goes  to  collecting 
depots  in  nearby  towns,  o/nd  one  conple.int  v'as  received  from  Bury 
Corporation  regarding  8 so/nples  of  ordinary  milh  tahen  in  Bury  whidn 
did  not  satisfy  the  Methlsne  Blue  test,  6 further  sa^moles  were 
tahen  oA  the  place  of  production  and  these  satisfied  the  prescribed 
tests, 

53  soinples  of  ordinary  milh  were  tahen  and  examined  for  dirt.  In 
most  cases  the  milh  was  in  a clean  condition,  but  where  it  was 
ascertained  thoA  clean  milh  was  not  being  produced  the  necessary 
investigations  were  co^rried  out  at  the  farms.

A survey  vjOjS  comried  out  under  directions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Food  of  land  and  buildings  as  defined  in  the  Infestation  Order 
1943,  and  it  was  found  that  1 infestation  existed  at  the  T.'^.S, 
Piggeries,  WiVagill,  and  5 infestations  ar  the  Council  ^s  refuse 
tips.  All  these  infestations  were  dealt  vjith  and  the  Council  now 
employ  a rat  cojtcher  vjhenever  necessary , 

Most  of  the  rat  infestation  in  this  omea  is  confined  to 
agriculture  land  which  is  dealt  with  by  the  War  Agricultural 
Cormi  ttec, 

A ccurse  of  instruction  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  at 
BiOj^jjord  was  Ojttended,  and  found  to  be  very  helpful  and  instructive.

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Regarding  our  campaign  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria^,  i\ 
is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  this  country  the  numberof  notified 
cases  of  Diphtheria  fell  from  about  50,000  in  1941  io  34*000  in  1943 
and  the  number  of  deaths  from  2,641  to  1,370*  The  1943  figures  were 
in  both  respects  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
about  half  the  child  population  of  the  country  was  immunised.  In 
the  two  years  1942-43  about  five  out  of  six  of  the  children  notified 
as  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  and  about  29  out  of  JO  of  those  who 
died  from  it  were  not  immunised. 

Regarding  infectious  diseases,  the  most  notable  incident  in  the 
year  was  the  most  extensive  outbroah  of  influenza  since  1918» 

Fortunately,  the  cases  were  of  a milder  type  than  usual  and,  on  ■’* 
the  whole,  of  unusually  short  duration.  There  were  2 deaths  recorded 
from  the  disease,
